Robert <i. Ingeraoll wh born 
at Dresden, N. Y., in 1888, hiB 
family removing to Illinois, when 
be wu twelve years of age, 
where he wu educated, studied 
law, and admitted to the bar ; 
here he also entered the political 
arena ae a Democrat, being 
nominated for congress in 1860, 
bat was defeated. Two years 
later he entered the army, being 
taken prisoner, bat was exchang- 
ed. Returning to civil life, he 
became a Republican, and in 
1868 became Attorney -General of 
Illinois. 

At the Re publican Convention 
in 1876, in proposing Mr, Blaine's 
name for the 1' residency, bis 
speech aroused general attention 
for its eloquence and power, and 
since that time Col. logersoll has 
been prominent before the coon- 
try as an orator, his skepticism 
to Christianity and Bible views 
has given him much celebrity. 

Col. Ingeraoll now resides in 
Washington, where he has a 
lucrative and extensive practice, 
and it ia stated on good authority 
that he received the enormous 
sum of $100,000 for his defense 
of ex- Ben. Dorsey of Star-Route 
fame. 
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Alcohol X» Medicine.

It has long been manifest to 
me that the greatest obstacle in 
the way of the temperance re- 
form ia the use of alcoholic pre- 
parations in medical practice, 
particularly while so many phy- 
sicians and druggists use their 
influence, based on their suppos- 
ed superior education and their 
relative position, in favor of free 
drinking, under the guise ot 
medical treatment. I am com- 
pelled, with sadness, to believe 
that there are too many of my 
medical brethren, in all schools, 
who are not temperance men, 
while some others, it may be, 
yield to the solicitations of their 
patients, or "curry favor" by 
recommending to the sick that 
which is acknowledged to be 
harmful to the robust. I confess 
that I have more fear of the in- 
fluence of such physicians and 
druggists than that of the orid- 
nary retailer of in toxicants, since 
the latter, ae a class in any in- 
telligent community, have but 
little influence. They are sup- 
posed to recommend intoxicants 
simply -for the reason that sales 
will add to their coffers, while 
the educated physician is sup- 
posed to do so conscientiously, 
having no sinister motives. 

As an illustration, two medical 
men of the same school were sent 
as delegates to temperance con- 
vention, who made an acquaint- 
ance as medical men. In com- 
paring notes, one said to the 
other, "I have a consumptive 
patient and I told her to drink 
all of the whuky she could pos- 
sibly get down," adding, "I made 


a regular drunkard of her." I 
will add that I never knew of the 
cure of a consumptive by the use 
of whisky. 

Admitting that alcohol is a 
virulent poison, what is the phi- 
losophy of giving it in the enre 
of disease, or, if it is admitted 
that It is harmful to health, on 
what principle is it given for the 
restoration of health f Disease 
— the absence of ease or health — 
is not a positive entity, a raven- 
one beast to be poisoned to death, 
by alcohol or any other poison. 
Most certainly, nothing which ie 
in antagonism with the fa notions 
of the human body, nothing 
which is so poisonous as to dis- 
turb the equilibrium of the sys- 
tem, nothing calculated to in- 
troduce a disturbing element in- 
to that system ean prove favora- 
ble to its harmonious develop- 
ment. Health ie the natural 
condition of the body ; just what 
results from perfect obedience to 
its laws, health conditions, while 
all influences resulting from 
poisons, or any antagonizing 
elements must impair the vigor 
of the system. If always de- 
structive to the health ot the 
vigorous and sound, it must be 
so, on all scientific and natural 
principles, to the sickly, or those 
having less than the average 
recuperative powers, those unable 
to resist ordinary attacks, ordi- 
nary violence. Bo long as it is 
regarded as an absolute necessity 
as a medicinal agent, the com- 
mon people will naturally infer 
that ite use as a beverage will 
often be beneficial, and that rea- 
sonably, on the supposition that 
dieeaae is but the absence of 
health. I will simply say that I 
do not regard any alcholic pre- 
parations as absolutely necessary 
in treating the eick — not having 
even for once recommended them 
during forty years of medical 
practice — the re aeons for which 
I propose to give in succeeding 
issues. 


Sensitiveness. 

We have heard people talk 
about their sensitiveness some- 
time as if it was a peculiarly 
meritorious quality — something 
to be proud of, indeed — until we 
have longed to undeceive them ; 
for by sensitiveness they only 
meant that they were extremely 
quick to take offence, and un- 
commonly apt to fancy hidden 
meanings where none existed. 

Bnch sensitiveness has other 
names not quite so flattering to 
its possessor, as touchiness, sus- 
picions temper, and even sell- 
conceiL Few people are more 
uncomfortable in every-day life 
than these sensitive ones ; and 
too often they exhaust the pa- 
tience and alienate the love ol 
their best friends. To be always 
explaining or smoothing over is 
wearisome task, and when we 
must stop 'to measure our words 
and adjust our phrases continu- 
ally, the constraint becomes ir- 
ritating as well aa tiresome, and 
we feel like that Rhode Island 
woman who nsed to say of her 
son, "I don't know what to make 
of my Sammy ; he is so sensible I 
don't know what on airth to do 

with him." 

A little good, wholesome self- 
restraint and homely common 
sense would greatly improve 
these ''sensible" people who seem 
to think the world revolves 
around them, and that everybody 
is thinking of them, or intruding 
on them. When they learn the 
lesson of their own littleness, and 
find how small a place they oc- 
onpy in the universe, they will 
be less self- con scions and sensi- 
tive, and much more peaceable 
and comfortable. — Boston Chris- 
tian, 


Genera) News. 

Three children and two women were 
killed and sixty persons wers injured In 
the panto which oc cured In the cathe- 
dral at Chihuahua, Mexico. 

The Grant Monument Association, 
New York, has Invited sketched for de- 
signs for a monument or memorial 
building to be erected at Riverside 
Park over the tomb ot General Grant. 

The school officials of Boston have 
posted notices in all the school build- 
ings of that oily, forbidding the chew- 
ing of tobacco by the pupils. They 
have even posted the notice in the 
Girls' High School Uutldlng, much to 
the indignation ot the young women. 

The long-continued and most diaas- 
teroua drought In Texts, now covering 
sixty counties, Is a puzzle to all the 
weather- wise of that seciion. The San 
Antonio Texas Stockman says that the 
wind has blown steadily for eighteen or 
twenty mouths, from nearly the same 
quarter, varying from the southwest to 
the north, and that as long as this con- 
tinues the drought will not be broken. 

The free delivery system of mails was 
extended to a large number of cities of 
less size than those formerly having lt 
on the 1st lost. 

The skins of 7.000 goats and 20,000 
sheep have been used for the covers of 
General Grant's book, of which 812,000 
sets have been eold. 

The constitution of the Knights of 
Labor prohibits the use of any kind of 
intoxicating liquor at any gathering, 
whether for business or pleasure, under 
the auspices of the order. The penalty 
is suspension. 

According to a volume of consular re- 
ports on 'Emigration aud Immigration,' 
just out, of the 5,400 .000 immigrants 
arriving in this country since 1S73, 48.1 
per cent, were "without occupation," 
38 per cent, were of 'amisoellaneouB oc. 
t-iipiit inn," 10.S percent, were "skilled" 
and only ne per cent, (or in 1. 000) 
were of "professional" occupation. 

The heaviest locomotive in the world 
weighs 160,000 pounds, and Is on the 
Canadian Pacific. The next heaviest 
is the Southern Pacifie's. 164,000 pounds, 
the third weighs 146,000 pounds, and is 
on the Northern i'aciflc, and Brazil 
owns the fourth, weighing 144,000 lbs. 

Herr Krupp, the high -priest of de- 
struct ion, has now constructed a stud 
larger and more powerful than any of 
the monsters he lias hitherto produced 
Itls62ifeet long and weighs 316,000 
pounds, though It has a bore ot only 
161 inches. Its lightest projectile will 
weigh 1 .632 pounds, and will be pro- 
pelled by 1,070 pounds of prismatic 
brown powder. What is to be the end 
ot th is sort of th I og ? Years ago K rupp 
was thought to have attained the per- 
fection of artillery, but he has gone on 
steadily making better aud more now- 
erful guns until it seems that he will 
never reach hia limit. Iu all probabil- 
ity, however, he will not attempt to 
mike a greater gun than the one he has 
now constructed. The demand for 
such enormous pieoes will never be 
large, because of the difficulty of their 
practical operation and because of their 
enormous cost. Such a gun would not 
be fired often, and it would be on rar 
occasions that it could be used at all to 
advantage. The tendency of naval 
construction is toward smaller and 
lighter vessels. Perhaps we have seen 
our greatest ships, aa. well as our great, 
est gens. War threatened to become 
a clumsy affair, and it now appears a 
reaction will set In which will make It 
more nimble, though not less bloody 
and terrific.— [Atlanta Constitution.
